Visiting Russian Students Taiic 
At Five Man Panel Discussion

Alexander Lebedev and Yuri 
Mashin, two visiting .Russian 
students, met McGIIIIans Gordon 
Echenberg, Roman Karplshka, 
and Andrew Roman In a noon- 
hour discussion yesterday. 

Because Muhin speaks no En- 
glish, Lebedev did all the talking 
for the two, but they both agreed 
upon the opinions be expressed. 

The - discussion was moderated 
by Robert Carswell, President of 
the. Students' Society. 

Andrew Roman asked whether 
Premier Kruschev was prepared 
to sacrifice the -lives of Russian 
soldiers for tbe sake of East Ger- 
many. 

Lebedev responded that his gov- 
ernmcnt did support the East 
German regime, and believed it 
was time to put an end to all 
reminders of the last war. "Wc 
don't want German militarism to 
rise again", he said, "and would 
like to conclude treaties witli 
East and West Germany". 



Echenberg asked an explana- 
tion of posters which have appear- 
ed In East Germany, bearing the 
photographs of Hitler and Eich- 
mann, along with those of Ade- 
nauer and Willie Brandt. 

"Wo don't trust the officials in 
Germany and in some of the inter- 
atioal organizations, such, as NA- 
TO", be was told. "They were 
taken to power by. the Western 
powers: We cain't trust a govern- 
ment wblcb 'does.: nothing to pre- 
vent militarist- tendencies". 

Echenberg cited examples' of a 
lack of freedom in Russia. 

Lebedev replied that "there are 
different concepts of freedom in 
our two parts of the world." 

COMMUNIST VICTORY 
He asserted that "there is a 
belief in the victory of communism 
over the world one day". 

Echenberg contented that "here 
we believe in the freedom to 
choose between two parties. This 
is opposed to your idea of world 



"We made our choice 43 years 
ago", Lebedev replied. "And I 
don't see any real difference be- 
tween the Liberals and Conser- 
vatives in this country, or the Re- 
publicans and Democrats in the 
United States. 

"Besides, it is not the aim of 
our party to export Communism' 
to other countries. Trotsky, who 
believed this, wasn't' supported 
by our party." 

CITIZENS UNAWARE 
Roman Karpishka asked why 
the Soviet citizens were originally 
unaware that nuclear explosions 
were taking place.

TODAY MARKS the beginning of the '61 Blood Drive 
campaign of McGill, and as usual the committee has 
done its utmost to rouse the interest of the student body. 
Naturally, we wish them and the Red Cross the best of 
luck in this concerted effort, but, looking at past slatistics, 
we are being optimistic if we predict oven a 50 per cent 
turn-out. 

Unfortunately, according to some of the older McGill 
students, this worthy event must be debased by all the juve- 
nile implications of competition and trophies. Others object 
that they will not bè subjected to the high-pressure tactics 
of Blood Drive organisers. The majority of the remaining 
yearly abstentions can be accounted for on the basis of 
Ignorance or apathy. 

To deal with our first assumpfion, we must turn to our 
limited stock of psychological phrases and explain Ihat it is 
within the nature of most university students to respond more 
actively to the proposition of inter-university competition. 

Past committees of the McGill campaign have attempted 
every possible approach In their appeal for more blood 
donors. Following' the trend of popular opinion, at one time 
they merely Informed the student body of the necessity of 
this particular drive, eliminating the additional efforts of 
posters and gimmicks. The result was a decrease In pints 
and empty clinic beds. 

The accusation of ignorance Is damagingly true, despite 
the annual efforts of Blood Drive organlsers.^ Many McGlllians 
are impervious to the fact that ours It the' only clinic operating 
In the Province of Quebec during this period. Many ignore 
the fact that this vitally-needed plasma can only be used 
within a 20-day term; therefore, there it continual need for 
blood donors. Still others cannot see the mountain for the 
trees; and so continue to criticise the methods of the com- 
mittee without endorsing the campaign. ■ . 

. Student leaders for Innumerable yèars have attempted 
to encourage and Increase participation In campus activities, 
u ^InT'®'' *V eharge^of {apathy, we would like to remind 
McGilliant that thé ahiiual' Blood Drive Is an event of a little 
more serious nature than intercollegiate sports contests or 
campus club affairs. It is an undertaking towards which opa- 
ttiy can neither be excused nor condoned. 

We challenge the student body to prove our founded 
pessimism and contentions erroneus. - ' 

Holier Than Thbii 

At the TIME of South Africa's secession from the Common- 
rK wealth on the question of racial equality, Canadian 
.u: '.«P''f""*°»'on «ook ° strong and rljahteout stand against 

his display of discriipinatory policy. Canadians In general 
loudly protest the indignities caused coloured citizens over 
• the drive, for Integration in southern United States. Yet, on 
the flip side of this virtuous record we learn that Canada 
severely restricts the Immigration of non-whltes, even those 
from other Commonwealth countries. We would like to 
count this state of. affairs an anacronism of Canadian Im- 
migration laws; but our liberalism Is brought up short by 
the telling evidence of a recent poll on the matter. 52 per 
cent of our adult, population feel that restrictive policies 
thou d continue, to be enforced : 36 per cent believe there 
should ooi fewer laws ot this nature : 8 per cent can voice 
no opinion at all on the subject: and 4 per cent are so 
incisive as to be placed in a "qualified" bracket. And des- 
pite these condemning statistics Canada expects to present 
an appealing and democratic.front to new- African and 
Asian nations and to answer Communist accusations of 
Western Inequality. 

To give Canadians the full benefit of the doubt, let us 
suppose that any poll is of a restricted nature and that In 
reality we do not condone discriminatory Immigration laws. 
Under such a supposition we are faced with the question of 
moral responsibility. In tho recent investigation of thé.McGill 
Rooms Registry, the C.L.C.'S National Committee on Humdh^ 
Rights charged McGlll, not with a segregationist policy but 
with the deficiency of moral rectitude In not eliminating a 
clause which provoked such attitudes. The Canadian people 
con justly stand convicted of this some charge.

Moe Oak is a man. of sturdy 
opinions, and one who moves 
people to great emotional 
heights. Many claim they listen 
only because they hate him... 
but a greater number are devo- 
ted to his program because they 
consider him to bé a man of the 
people, for the people and with 
the people. Here is where the 
' groat virtue, (existing and po- 
tential) of Moe Oak lies. 

Not all of: those who feel Im- 
pelled .to chat with Moe have 
problems as whimsical as the 



imaginary situation ' picted 
above. In fact, a great deal ot 
them are In serious need of 
someone to. talk to. Moc knows 
this and tries his best to let 
them cry on his shoulder for as 
long as possible without damp- 
ening the interest of his audi- 
ence. He docs his utmost to 
comfort and advise, and in this 
respect both friend and foe will 
regret when there ain't no Moe. 

The mere fact, however, that 
such a relatively large number 
of individuals arc willing to con- 
fess thçir personal troubles over 
a widely listened to program, 
docs point to a serious failure of 
our society. 

Local welfare organizatidns 
and other professional associa- 
tions do have free consultative 
agencies, which, unfortunately, 
are almost always resorted to 
only when matters have abready 
.gottën out of hand. Persons in 
need of financial, legal or psy- 
chiatric assistance are frequent- 
ly unaware of those places 
where help can be gained. 

Few middle class families 
think of turning to institutions 
of a charitable nature for matri- 
monial or vocational advice. 
Nevertheless, these facilities are 
available and in most cases ef- 
fective. 

' Medical and Bar associations 
' have traditionally been adverse 
to advertise in fear of being ac- 
cused of trying to promote busi- 
ness. Where the Legal Aid and 
other similar societies are con- 
cerned, however, It is probably 
closer to the truth to say that 
these agencies' already have- ma- 
ny demands made upon them. In 
either instance, a well publicized 
explanation of how these consul- 
tative agencies can be ot service, 
combined with thé information 
as to where they can be obtain- 
ed^ would unquestionably .be in 
the public . .interest Similarly, 
where an expansion' of qualified 
staff and fa^UUes is ieaUed for, 
an immediate program, (both 
public and^privately sponsored), 
to achtéyeij^Uiis . desh-abie end, 
shoiild'he'the'goal of every com- 
munity spirited citizen.
